Louvain, Belgium.—An undertak 
ing of great importance for the Cati 
solic apostolate has been inaugurated 
by the Benedictine abbey of St. And 
rew at Lop»em, near Bruges. Realiz- 
ing the urgent need of spiritual co 
operation experienced by missioners 
in the field, the abbey has founded an 
association called “Contemplation and 
Apostolate”. Letters have been ad 
dressed to all the vicars and prefects 
apostolic in the world, inquiring 
whether they desire the spiritual! 
adoption of their mission by some one 
contemplative community. 

One hundred and eighteen missions 
have replied in the affirmative, and 
ut of these 05 already have been 
spiritually adopted.

Extent of Observance, 

More than ten million Americas 
|\Catholics will observe Mission Sun- 
‘day. In twelve states, New York, 
Louisiana, Rhode Island, Oklahoma, 
Connecticut, New Mexico, Delaware 
North and South Dakota, Virginia 
Montana and Tennessee, the coopera 
tion of all dioceses and parishes wil 
insure one hundred per cent observ 
ance. The papal sanction in favor o'
